PHONE PROTESTS 


Mill Men and Furniture Board 
of Trade Invited to Participate 
in Action. 





A special meeting of the Lumber- 
men’s Exchange will be held at the 
Wright Building headquarters at 2:30 p. 
m. Saturday to consider a_ protest 
against the increase in Bell telephone 
rates. The meeting was called by Pres- 
ident Thomas E. Powe of the exchange. 

President Rolfes of the Lumbermen’s 
Club, President Darlington of the Lum- 
ber Dealers’ Association, President R. 
B. McConnell of the Mill Men’s Asso- 
Ciation, and President A. F. Joehring 
ot the Furniture Board of Trade and 
the members of these organizations are 
invited to participate in the meeting. 

The action of the exchange in calling 
the meeting to fight the increase in tele- 
phone rates is the first work of the new- 
ly created Committee on Public Af- 
fairs, of which Edward H. Luehrmann 
is chairman, The other members of the 
committee are William Lothman, H. 
Hafner, Julius Seidel and W. W. Dings. 

The House of Delegates suspended 
action temporarily Friday night on he 
pending bill to regulate telephone rates 
by adopting a resolution requesting the 
Bell Telephone Co. to suspend its pro- 
posed advance in rates for business tele- 
phones, effective Feb. 1, until a report 
is made by the Public Service Commis- 
sion. The company is given until Jan. 
30 to accept the proposition. If the com- 
pany agrees to continue its present 
rates pending the report, the House will 
postpone action on the bill until the 
commission makes a report. 

President Gleed of the Bell Telephone 
Co. said Saturday that he favors de- 
ferring the increase in the rate until 
after the Ptblic Service Commission 
makes its report. 

Delegate ‘Jiggers’’ Gallagher sug- 
gested the action which brought to a 
standstill the progress of the bill intro- 
duced by Delegate Hale. If the Bell 
company does not accept the offer of 
suspension, the bill regulating the rates 
will probably be passed by the House 
Tuesday night to forestall the increase 
in rates due to take effect Wednesday. 

The Legislation Committee of the 
House recommended the passage of the 
bill fixing a maximum charge of $6 a 
month for business telephones. The 
maximum rates for residence phones 
were fixed at $4, with cheaper rates for 
other kinds of service. The- bill orig- 
inally provided for a maximum of $6.50 
a month for business phones. The re- 
duction of 50 cents follows the. action 
of the Bell Telephone Co. officials at 
the public hearings, in which Chairman 
Hale declared they ‘‘jockeyed’’ with the 
members of the committee.

MODERN WOODMEN 
RATES ARE ADVANCED 


Plan Adopted Provides for Larger 
Assessments and One Each 
Month. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—The 
for the revision upwards of the insur- 
ance rates on the Modern Woodmen 
of America was adopted at the conven- 
tion by a vote of 460 for higher rates 
against 307 opposing the proposition. 
The measure was proposed by the Rate 
Committee and is that which is being 
urged for adoption by fraternal insur- 
ance societies by the insurance depart- 
ments of many states. 

The plan increases the rate of insur- 
ance in the order from 50 to 100 per 
cent and provides for 12 ‘assessments 
each year, while members of the order 
have heretofore paid from nine to 
eleven assessments yearly.

clish interiors built by the masters of 
the period.

The author traces the history of En- 
gzlish homes from the time of the keep, 
those massive rectangular. structures 
with walls 2) feet thick, down to the 
‘atest and best work of the English 
castle and mansion builders. Here one 
learns that simple fact, but so difficult 
for people to appreciate nowadays, that 
utility is the first object of a dwelling 
and that the home, as it developed in 
Epgland through eight centuries, was!

Our Canadian cousins have no scruples about 
interfering to procure for the public adequate serv- 
fee and reasonable rates from. public service cor- 
porations.
